Ann Wheat Bryan spent more 
than two years compiling a 315- 
page history of the Wheat fam- 
ily because ‘“‘of the love I have 
for the family.”’ ; 

The finished edition was given 

to Mrs. Bryan in November 
1984, on the same day she un- 
derwent surgery. She was more 
anxious about the book than the 
operation, she recalls. After the 
surgery, there was a three-day 
wait before she could read her 
effort for herself. Then she was 
able to settle back and read: 
“Genealogy Gems of the Wheat 
Family; Some of the Descend- 
ants of The Basil Wheat Family 
and Allied Families Eagle and 
Walton; Today and Yesterday’s 
Cousins; 1779-1983. 
“Mrs. Bryan is an active mem- 
ber of Provincia de La Sal 
Chapter, National Society, 
- Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution, a group that encourages 
the preservation of history. One 
of her main goals was ‘“‘to put 
down material for future gener- 
ations,’ Mrs. Bryan said. 

She was not aware of the 
Wheat family background when 
she sought DAR credentials in 
1976. Her membership is based 
on the Eagle family, her pater- 
nal grandmother’s family. 

She officially began the Wheat 
book on May 2, 1982, but Mrs. 
Bryan began collecting material 
for the project in 1976. Her 
daughter, Brenda Ann Bryan, 
reports, ‘She typed until mid- 
night many nights’’ in her 
makeshift office in the Bryan 


home at 2015 Southshore Drive, 
Benton, when she was working 
on the genealogy. . 

Documentation begins in 1779 
with a land deed issued to Basil 
Wheat in Bedford County, Va., 
and continues through six gen- 
erations to Lavinia Ann Wheat 
Bryan of Benton. The book, 
which includes copies of photo- 
graphs, news clippings and fam- 
ily records, is dedicated to Mrs. 
Bryan’s parents, Marcus Ed- 
ward Wheat Sr. and the late 
Gladys Evelyn Gibson Wheat. 
Her 83-year-old father is the old- 
est living descendant of Patrick 
Henry and Charity Rosanna 
Eagle Wheat Jr. 

Wheat now resides with his 
son, Dr. Ed Wheat of Spring- 
dale, but lived in the same 
house in Lonoke for 77 years. 
Family papers were found when 
he cleaned out the old family 
home in 1980 and he provided 
other Wheat family history to 
his daughter from his own re- 
search. 

For others considering similar 
research, Mrs. Bryan warns, 
‘Make sure you have a lot of 
time. You can’t rush this.” 

Everything should be docu- 
mented, she said, ‘“‘so you have 
something to fall back on.” 

She used her own judgment 
on how to put the book together. 
Many questions were answered 
by Shirley Parson Coppock of 
the Tull community, a fellow 
DAR member with a strong in- 
terest in history. — 

Mrs. Bryan has served as Ge- 
nealogical Committee chairman 
of unpublished source records 
for the local DAR chapter for

nine years. Her duties in this 
position gave her an insight into 
family histories. 

In compiling her own family’s 
history, she wrote numerous let- 
ters to family members. From 
that correspondence she learned 
the names of others connected 
to the family and wrote to 
them, too, seeking information 
on the Wheat family. 

Many previously unknown 
Wheat contacts were made 
through names obtained from 
DAR records in Washington, 
D.C. 

Information and documenta- 
tion were gleaned from news- 
paper clippings, obituaries and 
dates. on tombstones. Court- 
house and census records pro- 
vided a wealth of details. She 
wrote to Chambers of Com- 
merce asking about area resi: 
dents with names connected to 
those in the Wheat family. 

She checked telephone books. 
too, but most of her researcl 
was done by correspondence 
Her list of contacts is lengthy. 

The parents of Basil Whea 
remain unknown, but he wa: 
born about 1758 in Marylan 
and died in Columbia County 
Ga., in 1810. His wife was Mar. 
Ridgeway. Basil Wheat was | 
member of the Virginia Militi 
and fought in the Revolutionar 
War. 

lla Nunn Wheat was Basil 
son. He was born.June 6, 178: 
in Georgia and died in Littl 
Rock Nov. 18, 1849. He gradi 
ated from medical school ;

Ila’s son, Patrick Henry 
Wheat Sr., was born Oct. 24, 
1823, at Old Hamilton, Miss. He 
died at Lonoke on June 15, 1910. 
He lived in Mississippi, Arkan- 
sas and Texas and was one of 
the first persons to purchase 
land on Mt. Nebo at. Dardanelle. 

Patrick Henry Wheat Sr. was 
owner and operator of a steam- 
boat and traveled the White, 
Mississippi and Black rivers. He 
commanded the ist Arkansas 
Cavalry during the Civil War. 

Patrick Henry Wheat Jr. was 
born July 4, 1861, at DeValls 
Bluff and died at Lonoke Jan. 
14, 1931. He was a well-respect- 
ed citizen of Lonoke, news clip- 
pings indicate, and owned a fur- 
niture business there. 

Mrs. Bryan’s father, Marcus 
Edward Wheat Sr., was born 
July 15, 1901, at Lonoke. She 
was born Oct. 5, 1929, at Nash- 
ville, Ark., and married James 
Harlon Bryan on April 18, 1954, 
at Lonoke. Bryan was born Dec. 
24, 1925, in Shaw. 


James Harlon Bryan and La- 


vinia Ann Wheat Bryan have 
two children, James Marcus 
Bryan Sr. and Brenda Ann 
Bryan. They also have two 
grandchildren.

BASIL WHEAT—1, was born before the American Revolutionary 
War. He married a Mary Ridgeway. His Will, states that he

died 14 September 1809. Basil died in Columbia County, Georgia. 
His wife, Mary Ridgeway, made her Will, 25th October 1831. a 
She died in Lincoln County, Georgia. 

There is not much yet proven as to whom Basil. Wheat's 
father was, so that is the reason I am starting with Basil E 
Wheat, as the first generation. 

According to a distant cousin, it seems reasonably cer- 
tain, that Basil's father was a Joseph Wheat, and family tra- 
dition, says that his mother was a Miss Williams. (There are 
records proving that Joseph Wheat Sr. names wife Mary in some 
early deeds). 

According to this same cousin, the Williams name has not 
been so soundly established as the other information but people 
are convinced Williams was 4 name close to the Wheats by blood 
connections, since they continued to use it in family names 
for generations later. 

It is known for sure that Basil Wheat had the following 
brothers: Joseph; Zadock, Hezekiah, and John. (There are 
wills and deeds and etc., to prove out these brothers) « 

The earliest account of Basil Wheat, that I have, is a 
land deed, dated as early as 23 August 1779; in Bedford Co., 
Virginia. Then on 11 February 1782, he sold the farm to his 
brother John for 1,000 pounds. (Recorded in Deed Book 6, P. 285) 

Information that I have gotten from Archive Sheets, sent 
me by various people, states that Basil Wheat was listed as 
appraiser of Charles Neal's estate in Bedford Co., Virginia, 
on 24 May 1780. 


The National Archives War Department Records, has the ig 





following information on the papers of Basil Wheat, that I 
received from them: “CLEMENTS '_COMPANY, VIRGINIA MILITIA, 
BASDILL WHEAT, (REVOLUTIONARY WAR), APPEARS ON A Lisl, OF 
MILITIA MARCHED BY CAPT. ADAM CLEMENTS FROM BEDFORD COUNTY TO 
THE ASSISTANCE OF GEN'L GREEN IN SOUTH CAROLINA, MAY 1, 1781." 

On the eleven day of February, in the Year of our Lord, 
one Thousand Seven Hundred Eighty Two, Basil Wheat sold to 
John Wheat, one tract of land, being in the County of Bedford, 
Virginia, on Hurricane Creek a branch of Otter River. (This 
deed was witnessed by the following persons, William Millan, 
Rush Milam, William Danner & Wm. Bryant. It is recorded in 
Deed Book 7, Page 144). I have a copy of this deed. 

Then in 1782, the 24th day of June, Martin King and 
William Milam, sold to Basil Wheat, a parcel of land about 
52 acres, peginning on the South Branch of Read Creek. (This 
was witnessed by, Thomas Robert, David Wade, and John Wheat. 
(It is recorded in Deed Book 7, Page 409. I have this deed). 

Then in 1784, February 4th, Basil Wheat bought 50 more 
acres of land from William Milliam, this was a South Branch 





of Read Creek a Water James River. This was witnessed by 
Thomas Summers, Joseph Wheat, Betsey (X) Wheat, and signed by 
William Millam. It is in Deed Book 7, Page 338. (I have a 
copy of this deed). I also have a copy of the General Index 
to Real Estate Conveyances, Bedford Co., Virginia. 

Basil bought 150 acres for 50 pounds, which was located 
on the branch of Fairforest in Union County, South Carolina, 
March 1786. On 27 March 1786, he bought 150 acres on the 
waters of Dinia Creek, a branch of Fairforest. This infor- 
mation was from archive sheets from Jim Wheat. 

The archives sheets, also states that Basil and sons, 
Moses and Eli, were living in Columbia County, Georgia, when 
all three drew blanks each (no land) in the 1805 Georgia Land 
Lottery. 

Basil died in 1810 in Columbia County, Georgia and his 
Will was signed, and sealed this llth of December 1809. In 
the presence of, Presley T. White, J. L. Allen, (J. P.), Wm. 
Fleming, plus two more names I cannot read. Basil mentions 
his sons as follows: Son, Eli Wheat, Harvey Wheat, Westley 
Wheat, ILA WHEAT, and Moses Wheat, daughter, Rebekah O'Neal. 
(His Will was in Deed Book "0" Page 346, Columbia County, 
Georgia. I have a copy of this Will). 

Mary Wheat, made a Will in Lincoln County, Georgia, 12 
September 1833, and was recorded by order of Court, 12 Sept- 
ember 1833. (I have a copy of this Will. Will was in Book 
E., Page 10-11, Lincoln Co., Georgia). She names her children: 
Rebeccah, Moses Harvey, Wesley and ILA. 

As I have stated before, Basil (Basdill) Wheat, was in 
the American Revolutionary War. I have a copy of his papers 
from the War Department. I also have a new listing in the 
Ancestor Records of the Magazine of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution. The new listing of Basil Wheat, was found in 
the March 1980, DAR Magazine, Page 288. It states in this 
magaZine that Basil, was born about 1758, d. 12-11-1809, m. 
Mary Ridgeway, Sol., Va.

On 30 June 1822, Ila married Ann Haynes Greer George, 
daughter of James and Susanna Searcy Greer. She was born 
1 July 1801, at Clarke Co., Georgia and died 10 October 1862, 
at Holly Springs Monroe Co., Mississippi. (This line of des- 
cent, from James Greer back to Lt. James Greer, (Revolutionary 
Soldier), is established from the book, Family Records, Missis-. 
Sippi Revolutionary Soldiers, Page 128 & 129). However, it has 
not been established through our direct.line. (It is on page, 
286, in DAR PATRIOT INDEX, Vol. I). 

In 1840, Ila was head of household in White County, Ark- 
ansas. He had no issue by first wife. His first wife, Nancy 
Evans, died between 1817 and 1819. 

About 1820, United Census lists the “household of John 
George, as consisting of himself and one other male both of 
whom were more than 16 and less than 26 years of age at that 
time. No doubt the other male was Ila Wheat" this was the 
Census of 1820, Monroe County, Mississippi. 

Ila Nunn Wheat was of Georgia birth, and a descendant of 
one of the early families of that State. The progenitors of 
the family were three sturdy Scotchmen, who came to America 
at an early day, and were gallant soldiers in the Revolution- 
ary War. Ila Nun Wheat chose the profession of Medicine, and 
graduated from medical school at Paris France. Returning to 
America he located in Alabama, and there married Miss Ann 
Evans, a daughter of Gov. Evans of Alabama, and subsequently 
participating in the Creek War, and acting as aid-de-camp to 
Gen. Jackson, in the battle of New Orleans. His wife died in 
Alabama, and he afterward removed to Mississippi where he met 
and married Miss Ann Haynes, originally from Tennessee. (This

THIRD GENERATION 


PATRICK HENRY WHEAT, SR.—3, (Ila Nunn®, and Basil’), 
was born, 24 October 1823, at Old Hamilton, Monroe County, 
Mississippi, and married (1)LAVINIA ANN WALTON, who was born 
10 March 1825, at Cumberland County, Virginia. They were 
married, 11 September 1845, at Holly Springs, Mississippi. 

Her father was Thomas Hobson Walton, from Cumberland Co., 
Virginia. He married (3) Ann Brackett Hatcher. 

In the year of 1873, Patrick Henry Wheat Sr. married (2), 
Martha A. Legate Reynolds. In the year of 1889, he married, 
(3), Miss Lou Boone of Miss. (I have just purchased a book, 
The Boone Family by Spraker, and have found the name of Capt. 
Pat H. Wheat in one of the Boone Chapters concerning Miss 
Lou Boone). 

Several places, where Patrick H. Wheat resided over the 
years were, Mississippi, DeValls Bluff, Ark. and Lonoke, Ark., 
also Menardsville, Texas, and Pecos City, Texas. Back to 
Arkansas. He bought land on Mt. Nebo, at Dardanelle, Ark., 
and was one of the early families to purchase land there. 

I understand that one of the reasons for him to go to 
Texas, was on account of his health. He must have had asthma, 
very bad, at times. Later in life, his doctor thought it be 
best for him to go to a better climate. I have a newspaper. 
clipping, stating this fact, concerning his health. 

In 1867, he was owner and operator of a Steamboat, John 
D. Perry, along the White River, Mississippi River, and Black 
River. DeVall's Bluff, Ark. and Batesville, Jacksonport, Ark., 
and New Orleans. Residing mostly in DeVall's Bluff, Arkansas. 

Patrick Henry Wheat Sr., was head of household in North 
Marshall Co., Miss., in 1850, as a farmer with a personal es- 
tate value of $300.00. He lived in Lonoke, Lonoke County, 
Arkansas before the Civil War, and was a CAPTAIN IN THE CIVIL 
WAR, COMMANDING THE 1st ARKANSAS CAVALRY. He was head of 
household, in Hays Co., Texas in 1880. 

According to the book, Historical Genealogy of the Wood- 
sons and their Connections, by Henry Morton Woodson, from 
Memphis, Tennessee, states that, Patrick Henry Wheat and 
Lavinia Ann Walton, married September 11, 1845, in Holly 
Springs, Mississippi. They settled on a farm a few miles a- 
way and lived there until 1853, when they sold out and moved 
to DeValls Bluff, Arkansas. There was no railroad in that 
part of the country then, and steamboating on the Arkansas 
River, which for a number of years was the only means of trans- 
portation from DeValls Bluff to the western country. This 
enterprise was exceedingly profitable as he used his and his 
wife's negroes for teamsters. 

When the Civil War came on he promptly entered the ser- 
vice of the Confederate States, as Captain of a cavalry com- 
pany in the Trans-Mississippi department. At the close of 
the war he held the rank of lieutenant-colonel of his regi-

ment. Col. Wheat was a Mason of high degree and was, per- 
haps, as widely known and as highly esteemed as any man in 
the State of Arkansas. 

His wife was a gentle, Christian woman and exerted over 
him a powerful influence for good. All who knew her, from 
the lowliest tothe highest, loved her for her sweet conse- 
crated Christian life; and her influence lives to this day. 
She died March 6, 1872, at her home in DeValls Bluff, Ark- 
ansas, surrounded by sorrowing friends and neighbors. She 
was survived by her husband and her only living son, PATRICK 
HENRY WHEAT, JR. Her aged father had died at her house only 
Six weeks before. (This information was taken from the book, 
Historical Genealogy of the Woodsons and Their Connections, 
by Henry Morton Woodson, Memphis, Tennessee. Page 319). 

There is an excerpt about Patrick Henry Wheat Sr., in 
the Lonoke County Centennial booklet, from 1873-1973, on 
page 7. It states that, "Among the pioneer settlers of Lon- 
oke, was Captain Patrick H. Wheat Sr. He and his family moved 
from Mississippi to DeValls Bluff, Arkansas about 1850. By 
1852 Mr. Wheat organized, owned and operated a "wagon train", 
or chain of wagons hauling freight on the Old Military Road 
from DeValls Bluff through Brownsville to Huntersville, now 
North Little Rock. He operated this business until 1861, when 
he enlisted in the Confederate Army in which he was commission- 
ed Lt. Col. of Company A. Fagan's First Arkansas Cavalry. 

After the war Capt. Wheat purchased the John D. Perry, 
Steamboat which traveled between New Orleans and Batesville, 
Arkansas. The John D. Perry accidently caught on fire in 
1869 and sank with no loss of lives." 

Capt. Wheat later moved to Lonoke, where he engaged in 
business. (This has been mentioned on another page but not 
in this way). This paragraph also in Lonoke Centennial. 

Also in the same, booklet, Lonoke Centennial, says that, 
"in 1886 Bradford and Company Furniture Store was established. 
In 1891 Mr. Pat H. Wheat and a Mr. Mason bought it, and oper- 
ated an undertaking establishment in connection with it. Mr. 
Wheat said that hé sole more caskets in March than in any 
other month. In 1919 Mr. C. (Lum) Berry and W. T. Reed pur- 
chased it from Mr. Wheat."

We had 
cleared 60 acres of land, and set an orchard of apples, pes h 
pears, plums and grapes, set strawberry, respberry and blac 
berries--built a farm house with 6 rooms and office in the yare 
with 2 rooms of (stuck anindey?) a 2 story frame smoke house =& 
4 nwgro cabins, good stables, corn crib and several lots for 
horses and cattle and hogs, for we had 1200 cows and perhaps 
more than 1,000 ‘hogs--the range was unlimited and the acorns, 
pecans and hickory nuts never missed, either in the bottom or 
on t+he(niljis?), so that our stock done well and increased 
fast, and we had an abundance of substancials to eat, but the 
event of your birth, that gave no anxiety, was the war, I had 
been out since May and was at a ferry on the Current River, 2 
tributary of the Black, and was perhaps 200 miles above Jack- 
sonport. I was a Paymaster to the Army and was subject to or- 
ders and I did not believe Gen. Pierce would allow me to leave 
the command but he gave me an order to pay a Brigade and that 
exhausted my funds, and he ordered me to Little Rock and re- 
turn with funds. 

I came to Pocohontas on my hack with Bob driving and got a 
Steamboat from there to Jacksonport--the Stem Wheeler Oakand 
the Side Wheeler Admiral from Jacksonport to DeValls Bluff. 

I was home only a few hours before you were born. And on the 
7th I went to Little Rock on a buggy. So you see we were in 
trouble when we were home. We were certainly very much 
worried before you was born, fearing I could not be home and 
when I was there and the event was a happy one our comfort was 
disturbed knowing I must go to the Army--which I did about the 
12th and was not home again until middle of August. I passed 
home and stayed four days and then was ordered to Columbus, 
Kentucky--and was there in time to see (Snint?), attack our 
men at Bellmont, Mo., which is just across the Mississippi 

River from Columbus, Kentucky. I was on the Steamer HBW Hill, i 
at Columbus when (Snint?) drove our men off the field and 

under the river banks and our boat carried ammunition and our 
reinforcements. With Gen. Sid J. Pillow across, we were the i 
first (basit) to get to their assistance. Old Capt. Thomas

from Pat H. Wheat Sr. 
ontinued: 


J. Sewell, owned the Hill, he was the old man that commanded 
the John D. Perry for me when you were a little fellow. I 
always liked him for his cool bravery in going to the relief 
of our men at Bellmont. Before we got back to the bank, 
(Snint?) men shot into the Pilot House and scared the Pilot 
off twice, the third time we made the effort to land, Capt. 
Sewell asked me to help the Pilot land, the Pilot had left the 
wheel and climbed to the roof on the opposite side of the 
Pilot House the third time and Sewell presented his pistol on 
him so many times and made him return to the wheel, Sewell was 
as cool and gave his orders to land the boat, as if he was 
landing at a cotton pile. Before, there was any war, I tell 
you now that Pilot House was a hot place, not a pane of glass 
was in the sash when we landed, neither of us was hurt, but 
had several holes through our coats and I had splinters of 
wood in my pants legs. So you see, to myself and your MaMa, 
you came to comfort us in a troublesome time, both before and 
after your birth. I did not see you again until 8th or 10th 
of April 1862 and about the 16th of April I, with about 1,200 
State Troopers, confronted the U. S. Troopers, confronted the 
U. S. Troops at or near Searcy--ask John Luke Black if he saw 
me and my men about Searcy in his boyhood days. He and his 
folks thought I and my men were heroes at that time, now I am 
worn out and almost forgotten and I am almost a stranger to 
them--but time has no respect for anyone, only leav ng indel- 
ible foot prints at the making, soon to fade and be gone in 
oblivian. I feel consoled for I certainly done my whole duty 
in those times. When mens very soles were tried as by fire. 

Now Pat, I have written you a long letter, the first one 
on this HISTORY OF WAR. You may enjoy it or you may not. It 
is the first one I every wrote you, and I expect it will be the 
last one. Of one thing you can rely certainly, I will never 
forget your birth or you and as I grow in age these old inci- 
dents brighten in my memory instead of growing dime. Our best 
to you, Ann, Bim, Bee, Ila, Anna George and to dear Little 
PAT, GOD BLESS YOU ALL. Also love to Ann.

My 
father, MARCUS EDWARD WHEAT SR., gave me a copy of this quar- 
terly. Here is the article in its entirety.

Of all the steamboats which came to Jacksonport during 
the post-Civil War reconstruction days, none was more popular 
than the superb John D. Perry, last owned by CAPT. PAT H. 
WHEAT, of DeValls Bluff. Fast and commodious, this splendid 
vessel was 220 feet long, 35 feet wide, and well adapted to 
serve the patrons along the river. 

During the last days of the conflict, the JOHN D. PERRY, 
ran between Memphis and St. Louis, with occassional trips to 
the White River trade area, but in September of 1866 Capt. 
Abner Baird made the craft a weekly Memphis to Jacksonport 
packet. In December, keen competition forced him to put the 
Perry in the New Orleans and White River trade, and he ascen- 
ded the White and the Black Rivers as far as possible. 

During the summer of 1867, the vessel was purchased by 
CAPTAIN WHEAT, a veteran White River steamboatman. After a 
complete overhaul, the craft was in perfect repair and des- 
cribed as one of the best cotton boats available. Captain 
Wheat further enhanced the success of the John D. Perry, by 
staffing her with well-known, experienced officers. Capt. 
Morgan Magness Bateman, son of Capt. Beniah Bateman who was 
one of Independence County's early settlers, was appointed 
master, and the highly respected Capt. Wilmot Gibbes of Sul- 
phur Rock was chosen head clerk. Pilots of the Perry were 
Silas Daugherty and Henry Klange, residents of Jacksonport. 
With such clever and popular officers, the editor of the 
Jacksonport Herald declared that the steamboat was bound to be 
a favorite. 

And indeed she was, for Captain Bateman created a sensa- 
tion when he brought the John D. Perry to Jacksonport on her 
first trip of the new cotton season. As the magnificent 
vessel puffed into port, a large crowd had gathered to greet 
the popular captain and his crew. Also present was the 
town's brass band, which struck up a lively tune and played 
several of the most charming pieces, as the huge river boat 
slowly docked. After the stage plank swung into place, the 
passengers came ashore and a holiday spirit prevailed. The 
gala activities left no doubt that the John D. Perry was the 
toast of Jacksonport, and a local reporter wrote: 

"The Perry leaves on Sunday morning for New Orleans, and 
_we hope will go out of White River, as no doubt ‘sheowill, ,

loaded to the guards with cotton. She deserves it!. Let her 
have it!" 

Departing as scheduled, the steamboat served the White 
River patrons during the following months. Although adver- 
tised as a New Orleans to Jacksonport packet, she made fre- 
quent trips to Batesville and soon became a favorite of its 
citizens. On Saturday afternoon, March 21, 1868, the John 
D. Perry now under the command of owner PAT H. WHEAT, docked 
at Batesville carrying an excursion party of fifty men and 
women from Jacksonport. The festive mood aboard the steamboat, 
was heightened by the music of the Jacksonport band which had 
accompanied the excursionists. 

Appropriately named the Philharmonics of Jacksonport, the 
band was organized in late 1866, when the citizens purchased 
instruments for the fledgling musical group. Under the 
direction of Morgan Adams, the ensemble included G. B. La 
Course, W. T. Barnes, K mM. Haden, J. W. Wickersham, W. W. 
Kerr, A. H. Joblin, Timothy Anderson, and Timothy Anderson, 
and T. T. Ward, all musicians of local acclaim. The group 
was well-liked in Batesville, having presented concerts at 
the court house, at picnics and at the Independence County 
Fair. On one occasion the accomodating gentlemen had gone 
from house to house playing for the entertainment of the resi- 
dents. 

When the boat landed, word quickly spread of the Jackson- 
port excursion and the band. CAPTAIN WHEAT, a prince of a 
steamboatman, invited the Batesville citizens to join the party; 
the John D. Perry was enroute to Erwin's gin, some 18 miles 
up-river to take on a large load of cotton. Approximately 
200 persons accepted the kind captain's offer and climbed a- 
board. 

Everyone was happy as the steamboat slowly churned up- 
stream, her bow gently plowing through the rippling water. 

The trip to Erwin's was enjoyed +remendously, with music and 
dancing which lasted until about midnight. Then disaster 
struck! Joy turned to sorrow and happiness to apprehension. 
Perhaps the party got a little too gay, at least for the pilot 
of the vessel. 

The North Arkansas Times described the incident, "Owing 
to the fact that the pilot on board was bossy (that is the 
mildest term we can apply), he didn't seem to know what he 
was about, and the boat ran into a sand bar and struck hard 
and fast." , 

The pilot signaled the backing bell, and the engineer 
reversed his engines and backed with all his power. As the 
wheels turned faster and faster, a huge volume of water was 
forced around the unlucky boat and against the sand bar, but 
she refused to budge. Again and again the procedure was re- 
peated but the Perry remained solidly stuck, and the morale

of the erstwhile happy excursionists sank lower and lower. 

Daylight found the crew and passengers in a quandry, but 
they worked hard all Sunday morning--yet their efforts were 
in vain, and their perplexity grew with each passing hour. 

As they were pondering their next move, the whistle of 
a steamboat broke the silence down-river. All eyes anxiously 
watched the F. W. Brooks, with Capt. J. A. Cable in command, 
come slowly into view and draw closer and closer. Formerly 
a tri-weekly Little Red River packet, the Brooks was now ply- 
ing between Jacksonport and Buffalo City, and was enroute up 
the river. 

Captain Wheat and the officers of the grounded Perry were 
joyful, for they felt that the arrival of the Brooks would 
provide a solution to their dilemma. When the steamboat 
stopped, hopefully they boarded her and asked the captain to 
take the passengers back to Batesville, but to their amazement, 
the request was denied. After an exchange of hot words, the 
good Captain Cable, with a Sharp eye for business, consented 
to change his course, providing the sum of $500.00 was raised 
for his efforts. 

Needless to say, the captain's decision was very unpopu- 
lar with the tired, perplexed officers of the John D. Perry. 
With tempers short, angry words followed and the officers of 
the Perry returned to their steamboat to discuss their next 
move, 

The North Arkansas Times vividly described what followed: 

"Whew! All the Swearing ones, on board the Perry were 
mustered and taken on board the Brooks, but their arguments 
were of no avail! Five hundred dollars or not turn back was 
all the satisfaction, if it were satisfaction at all, they 
could get from the officers of the Brooks. To make a long 
story short, the sum of $450 was raised and tendered to the 
captain. He concluded to take it, generous soul, and the party 
crowded on his dugout, and in an hour or two arrived at our 
landing." 

One would think that such a harrowing experience would 
dampen the spirits of the adventurers from Jacksonport, but 
not so! The next morning the men and women, along with their 
brass band, gaily departed for home aboard a keel boat under 
the command of Capt. Albert G. Cravens. What a contrast! 

They had arrived on an elegant steamboat and were departin on 
the Liza Jane, a craft propelled by the river current and, as 
described by a local reporter, by "muscularus developmentus." 

As the small crew of the Liza Jane took their poles and 
pushed the tiny vessel into the current of the river, the 
band struck up a rousing tune and the excursionists bade fare- 
well to the Batesville crowd that had assembled to see them 
depart. The band was still playing, and the Jacksonport cele- 
brants were still waving, as the Liza Jane Slowly vanished 
from sight.

The group reached home at ten o'clock that night. 

For three long weeks the immoblized John D. Perry sat 
high and dry, waiting for a rise in the river to float her 
free. On April 11, 1868, the river began rising, and the 
vessel raised steam for another attempt at dislodgement. 

This time the Perry pulled free, and Captain Wheat headed for 
Jacksonport where he hoped to obtain another freight for New 
Orleans. 

Good times were ahead for Captain Wheat and his steam- 
boat, for he had no difficulty in securing profitable freight 
and passenger cargoes. At times the Perry was under the 
command of Capt. Thomas H. Newell but regardless of who was in 
charge her popularity increased. Her continuing good fortune 
and prestige is reflected in this paragraph from a Batesville 
newspaper, dated January 2, 1869: 

"The John D. Perry, the large and handsome New Orleans 
steamer under the command of her gallant owner, Pat Wheat, 
arrived on Thursday morning. She took a trip up the river for 
cotton and returned last night. No more gallant a craft runs 
than the Perry, or more accomplished steamboatman than Capt. 
Wheat runs White River, and we are glad to learn that the boat 
is doing a flourishing business. The Perry is making regular 
trips in the New Orleans and White River trade and is deserving 
of the patronage of all our merchants and shippers." 

In spite of her popularity, her days in the White River 
trade were drawing to a close. When the Perry left Jacksonport, 
in early May, bound for New Orleans, it was her final trip down 
the river. After arriving at DeValls Bluff on May 6, 1869, 
Captain Wheat docked his steamboat and secured her for the 
night. Supposedly safe from all river hazards, the dreaded 
alarm of fire was sounded by the night watchman at about mid- 
night. Flames of unknown origin were discovered in the ladies 
cabin and quickly enveloped the boat. Bravely the crew fought 
the spreading fire, but their efforts were futile, and the 
doomed steamboat was destroyed in the raging inferno. After 
burning, the hull sank and broke into two pieces. 

Sadly CAPTAIN WHEAT, watched the waves cover the charred 
remains of the cherished vessel, and the magnificent John D. 
Perry, the pride of Jacksonport, assumed her niche in the 
annals of White River history.

LONOKE--a little town, a friendly town, a town of good 
neighbors, a town of courageous men and women. 

The town of Lonoke came into existence at the expense of 
another community, Brownsville, some three miles north of 
Lonoke, when the "Memphis and Little Rock Plant Road or 
Railroad" located a station on a more direct route to L. R., 
missing Brownsville by about three miles. The 49 miles between 
DeValls Bluff and Little Rock were completed January 26, 1862. 

The town of Lonoke, named by engineers with the Memphis 
and Little Rock Road, was named for an oak tree which stood in 
the yard of Major and Mrs. L. W. Monroe, grandparents of Mrs. 
James B. Abraham and Mrs. Wallace Wills. The first "Lone Oak" 
was cut down about 1900, but has been replaced by another giant 
oak, which no doubt grew from an acorn from the original oak. 
The present owners of the property are Mr. and Mrs. W. H. 
Bransford. : 

Lonoke County was created by an act of the General Assembly 
of the State of Arkansas on April 16, 1873. The Act was signed 
by Governor Elisha Baxter. The County was formed by land taken 
from Prairie and Pulaski counties, and the seat of government 
was moved from nearby Brownsville to Lonoke. The county adopted 
the name of the town. 

The town of Lonoke was largely settled by merchants and 
their families who moved from Brownsville. The first depot 
was built in 1867 on the Memphis Little Rock Road. The town 
of Lonoke was laid out in 1867 and incorporated in 1872 with a 
population of something over 1,200. 

The first highway through Lonoke County was known as the 
Military Road, extending from Memphis to Little Rock, crossing the 
county by way of Brownsville. For many years it was the only 
public highway in the county. 

The Military Road had been built in 1819 by the Federal 
Government for the purpose of moving the Indians from east of 
the Mississippi River to the Indian Territory north and west of 
the Arkansas River. The road was later used by Arkansas and 
Tennessee troops moving into Mexico when President James K. 
Polk declared war on Mexico May 13, 1846. 

The Wheat and the Eagle Families were among the early 
pioneer settlers of Lonoke. There are still several Wheat 
Families living in Lonoke, today, This is the year, 1983.

CAPTAIN P. H. WHEAT DIED LAST WEEK 


On Wednesday evening of last week our little city was made 
sad by the announcement of the death of CAPT. P. H. WHEAT, one 
of our oldest and most beloved citizens. While all hopes of 
his recovery had been dispared of, all that loving hands could 
do prolong the spark of life, was eagerly done. For a number 
of years he had suffered with asthma and recently was taken 
with cardiac dropsy which caused his death. 

PATRICK HENRY WHEAT, was born at Old Hamilton, near Aber- 
deen, Monroe County, Mississippi, October 24, 1823. His father, 
Dr. Ila Nunn Wheat, whose health demanded a constant change 
took him at an early age to be his companion in his years of 
travel, the mother remaining at Paris, Tennessee, with the 
daughter, Dianna George, and other relatives. 
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CAPTAIN WHEAT'S life was a checkered one. The father 
died at Little Rock, November 20, 1840, leaving the son alone 
with his servant, Hilliard. He took his negro servant and 
rode through the country with all he had, $3,600.00, in his 
pocket to his mother at Dresden, Wealey County, Tennessee. 

At the age of 22 he married MISS LAVINIA ANN WALTON. 
Seven children blessed this happy union, PATRICK HENRY WHEAT JR. 
born 4 July, 1861, was the only one who lived to be grown. 

The mother joined the six little ones in their home beyond the 
skies on the 6th day of March, 1872. 

On Marchllth he married his surviving wife, who was Miss 
Louise Miller Boone. 

Being broken in health his physician advised him to try 
the west in the hope of regaining his health. So in 1891, he 
left Arkansas and spent seven years of his life in different 
parts of the west, being brought back in 1898 from Pecos City, 
Texas, on a cot, he having expressed a desire to die at his 
old home, but soon after reaching home he began to regain 
his health and since that time he has made his home at Lonoke. 

Capt. Wheat was in his 87th year and had made the country 
a loyal and true citizen, was a member of the Blue Lodge at 
this place and of the Knight Templar Commandery of Brinklep, 
was the oldest Mason known in the state. 

The. funeral services were held from the Baptist Church 
Friday morning, conducted by Rev. Ben Cox of Little Rock, G.L. 
Boles pastor of the Baptist church of this city and Rev. J.C. 
Hooks pastor of the Methodist church, the church being thronged 
with friends of the deceased. After the services at the church 
his remains were followed to the cemetery by a large concourse 
of friends; where the services were concluded by the Masonic 
lodge, many of his old friends acting as honorary and active 
pallbearers. During the services at the church and cemetery 


every business house and office in Lonoke were closed. 


For several months CAPTAIN WHEAT had not been able to 
leave his room and was always anxious to have his old comrades 
in arms, whom he loved to converse with him, the young people 
of the town in whom he took much interest, to visit him. 

He leaves surviving him a wife, one son, seven grand- 
children, one great grand child and other relatives to mourn 
his loss. He was a loving husband, a kind indulgent father. 
We join a host of friends in extending condolence to the be- 
reaved ones. 

Some years ago he wrote a short history of his life dur- 
ing the CIVIL WAR, and we take from it the following: 

"At the beginning of the CIVIL WAR, CAPTAIN WHEAT, was 
opposed to secession, but when Arkansas seceeded, he was a- 
mong the first to raise a company and go out. His first ser- 
vice to the State was paymaster. The Military Board, consis- 
ting of Gov. H. M. Rector, Judge Benjamin C. Totten, Colonel 
Sam W. Williams, their company not being accepted. 

On the 16th day of April, 1862, he was elected captain 
of the first company organized in the State service. General 
VanDorn having taken all the Confederate Troops across the 
river by order of General Lee. The first meeting with the 
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enemy was at and near Searcy. They were relieved by five 
Texas regiments and one independent company under Capt. A. G. 
Johnston. From there they were ordered to St. Charles on 
White River to meet the Federal transports and gun boats. The 
Federals, however, had reached St. Charles and captured the 
place but their watchfulness and continued firing kept them 
from meeting the forces above. 

The company was transferred to the Confederate service 
in August, 1862. Genral Hindman organized the regiment, with 
James F. Fagan, Colonel; Monroe, Lieut. Col. and Johnston, 
Major. Fagan was promoted to Brigadier-General in October, 
Johnston as Major and Monroe was made Colonel by promotion. 
PAT H. WHEAT, WAS LIEUTENANT-COLONEL. He was commanding "A" 
ist Arkansas Cavalry. The organization was perfected at Gum 
Pond, (Arkansas City now), near Stuttgart. The promotion was 
made at Yellville, Marion county. They marched from Yellville, 
to Van Buren, Arkansas and drove the enemy out of Van Buren 
over the Boston Mountains to Cane Hill, near Kidd's Mill. 
Under Gen. Marmaduke they fought and retreated one day towards 
Van Buren, halting at Oliver's Store on the 28th of November, 
the enemy giving back. 

On Dec. 4, 5, and 6, 1862, under Gen. Hindman, they moved 
on and drove the Federals across the Boston mountains, and 
fought a decisive engagement at Prairie Grove. On the 7th day 
of December 1862, the first Arkansas Cavalry was assigned to 
duty under the orders of Gen. M. M. Parsons of Missouri. While 
viewing the enemy in company with Gen. Parsons, Capt. Wheat, 
saw a brother officer shot off his horse while receiving orders 
from the General by the sharp shooters. Gen. Parsons as cool 
as could be, said: "They have got our range, we had better 
move." The command returned to Fort Smith. CAPTAIN WHEAT, 
with his company "A" was sent out on a scout towards Fayette- 
ville, to watch the Yankees. Their next camp was near Rose- 
ville, assigned to duty under General W. L. Cabell. CAPT. 
WHEAT, resigned. He was sick and had been for some time. He 
was at the farm when Gen. Fagan came by for him on his way to 
Helena. He still had fever, but from the fact that he had 
scouted through all that country, Gen. Fagan wanted him. So 
in a wagon, he went in company with JAMES EAGLE, Gee Ford and 
Dr. Rainey. The trip was rough. They crossed White River 
at Clarendon. On the morning of July 4, 1868, CAPT. WHEAT, 
got on his horse and rode with Gen. Fagan to meet Gen. Holmes, 
and the other general on the advisability of making an attack 
on Helena. Gen. Holmes decided to make the fight, and the 
Confederates were driven back. CAPT. WHEAT, saw the fight. 
After leaving the results to his friends, he came on to his 
home, Dr. Rainey staying with him all the time. CAPT. WHEAT, 
took his delicate wife and little son,. PATRICK HENRY, and 
negroes and went overland to Austin, Texas, and joined on 
arrival Capt. L. D. Carrington's Company as private. In four 
months the company was reorganized, CAPT. WHEAT, was elected 
captain. In the month of September or October 1864, CAPT. 
WHEAT, was sent back to Arkansas by Gen. E. Kirby Smith, 
commanding the Trans-Mississippi Department. Gen. Price had 
been sent, by Gen. Smith into Missouri, and, hoping that the 
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Federals would follow Price, CAPT. WHEAT, was sent to see and 
report. His experience on that trip was wonderful. In com- 
pany with a boy about 16 named James Leslie he captured nine 
Yankee soldiers. He paroled the nine, signing "PAT H. WHEAT, 
COMMANDING THE FORCES IN THE FIELD." The Yankees were given 
18 months longer service for cowardice. He was captured up 
close to DesArc and when they commanded him to ford the bayou 
he kept going. They fired bullets falling every where, but 
for a short time he stood behind a big tree. 

In December he returned to Texas, reported to Gen. Smith, 
and on October 14, 1866, appeared before Hon. Thomas H. Duval, 
Judge, sworn in by Mathew Hopkins, Clerk, to forever faithfully 
defend the CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES, under the oath 
@alled the "ANNESTY OATH." 

In the fall he came back to Arkansas, returning in a few 
weeks, to his dilapidated home at DeValls Bluff. Under Mr. 

Ed McGuire, revenue collector for the Eastern part of the 
State, CAPT. WHEAT, was deputy. He was faithful and efficient. 

Many of the Confederates had been murdered and assassin- 
ated, and having been shot at once, his friends thought it un- 
safe for him to remain. So, under the advice of Col. Logan, H. 
Roots, and the two Lovejoys; he went on the river, afterwards 
owned the JOHN D. PERRY, and was stockholder in the Memphis, 
White, Red and Black River Packet Company, carrying the mails 
from Memphis to Batesville, Ark. He was captain and commander 
of Liberty No. 2, belonging to that company. 
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I have possession of this newspaper clipping. It is very 
fragile and old, paper tears every time you touch it. The 
clipping did not have the name of the paper it came from so 7 
wrote to the Editor of the LONOKE DEMOCRAT NEWSPAPER, Mr. Cone 
Magie. He and Mrs. Magie, graciously looked up the informa- 
tion, in an old copy of the Lonoke Democrat and found the 
article in the LONOKE DEMOCRAT of June 23, 1910. He wrote me 
a letter for the "purpose of documenting, the fact that the 
article was in the LONOKE DEMOCRAT." He also enclosed pictures 
of the article that he took with a poloroid camera, verifying 
the fact that it was in the LONOKE DEMOCRAT NEWSPAPER. 

I know that parts of this Obituary has been published by 
several other authors but not in its entirety. So I hope I 
do not need the author"s permissions to use this, in my book, 
as my information was copied completely and entirely from the 


newspaper clipping.

The W'SW Sec. 34 
3N, 7W, 80 acreas and the SW3, NES, Sec. 24,18, 7W, 40 
acres all in the County of Lonoke and the State of Arkan- 
sas. 
$200.00 of paid up stock in the Cemtral Bank of Arkansas, 
located in the Town of Lonoke, County of Lonoke, State of 
Arkansas, should any of the tracts of land be sold before my 
demise all money proceeds of sale be deposited in bank, it 
will be the property of my wife, Louisa M. B. Wheat. My wife 
is to pay my just debts and she is hereby made executor of 
this my last will and testament, without bond and I further 
bequeath my double--barrell shotgun, now in his possession to 
Daniel R. Boone, he having always been kind to me in sickness 
and in health.

PATRICK HENRY WHEAT, JR.—4, (Patrick Henry Sr.?, Ila 
Nunn“, and Basil Wheat). 

Patrick Henry Wheat Jr.4, was born 4 July, 1861, at 
DeValls Bluff, Arkansas. His father was Patrick Henry Wheat 
Sr., and his mother was Lavinia Ann Walton Wheat. 

The Civil War had begun and his father being Captain of 
a Cavalry Company, was necessarily away from home much of the 
time, so far the greater safety of his family and personal 
property, he moved them all to Texas. After the close of the 
war, they returned to DeValls Bluff, Arkansas, where little 
Pat, was sent to school. After the death of his mother, in 
1872, he lived a while with his father's sister, Mrs. Dianna 
George Cutler, in Holly Springs, Mississippi. 

In 1880, he returned to Arkansas and settled in Lonoke, 
Arkansas and there he married CHARITY ROSANNA EAGLE, born, 
(January 14, 1861), and died December 10, 1935, at Lonoke, Ark. 
She was the daughter of William Henry Eagle and niece of the 
Ex-Governor James P. Eagle. 

While in Lonoke, Pat H. Wheat engaged in the furniture 
business. In 1886 Bradford and Company Furniture Store was 
established. In 1891, Mr. Pat H. Wheat and a Mr. Mason bought 
it, and operated an undertaking establishment in connection 
with it. Mr. Wheat said, that he sold more caskets in March, 
than in any other month. In 1919, Mr. C. (Lum) Berry and W. 
T,. Reed purchased it from Mr. Wheat and operated it under the 
name of Berry and Reed Furniture Undertaking. 

Pat H. Wheat died on January 14, 1931 in Lonoke, Arkansas, 
survived by his wife and seven children. He is buried in 
Lonoke City Cemetery, Lonoke, Arkansas. 

Patrick Henry Wheat Jr. was head of household in Lonoke 
County, Arkansas, (Lonoke Township) in 1900.
